Today the Lilac remains the most important and 
the most popular of our spring-blooming shrubs, and 
rightly so, for it is hardy everywhere, grows well, 
and gives abundant crops of wonderfully fragrant 
flowers each year, with little or no care. 


Farr Lilacs bear at least double the standard number 
of stems and branches per foot of height. They are all 
own-rooted, extra-well-branched and bushy specimens. 


We set the young plants very deeply in the nursery 
row so as to obtain extra stems and sprouts. As 
they are spaced for two-way cultivation instead of 
crowding them into solid nursery rows, they do not 
“thin” each other. Thousands of visitors annually 
attest to the trueness and immaculateness of our 


field planting.

In fall, after leaves drop and until the 
ground freezes; in spring, after, the ground 
opens and until the buds sprout.
